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Indiana Ccngressmen Renominat- 
ed; Wet Issue in Some Districts.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 7.— 
All Congressmen from Indiana ap- 
parentiy were renominated in the 
State primary yesterday. Ten are 
Republicans and three are Demo. 
erats. 

In at least two districts the fall 
campaigns may be fought out on 
the wet and dry issue. The Demo- 
crats in the Thirteenth District 
nominated a wet, Samuel B. Pet- 
tengill of South Bend, to make the 
race against Andrew J. Hickey 
(Rep.), incumbent, who had been 
approved by the Indiana Anti-Sa- 
loon League. Thomas P. Riddle 
of Ray, another wet, had a lead 
over three opponents for the Dem- 
Ocratic nomination in the Twelfth 
District. If he is nominated he 
will oppose David Hogg of Fort 
Wayne, Republican incumbent, 
whose candidacy was also approved 
by the Anti-Saloon League. 

Two Republicans campaigned 
for the Seventh District nomina- 
tion on wet platforms,- but both 
were trailing in the early count. 
Indianapolis is the center of the 
Seventh District and is represent- 
ed in Congress by Louis Ludlow, 
Democrat, who is a dry.

fn most parts of the State. and 
brought out only a light vote. In 
Jake County, however, nine per- 
sons were arrested and charged 
with conspiracy to violate the elec- 
tion laws. One of those held on 
$10,000 bond was M. H. Mar- 
quardt, campaign manager for 
William Fulton, who was Repub- 
lican candidate for renomination 
as Commissioner of Lake County.

DISASTER ILL OMEN 
TO GANDHI DEVOTEES

RANGOON, Burma, India, May 
7.—Fatalities in Monday's earth- 
quake today stood at 400 in Pegu 
and 60 in Rangoon, according to 
authoritative figures. © These fig- 
gures are based on counts now be- 
ing made, as obtained through 
communication systems which yes- 
terday had been disrupted. 

Indian residents of Pegu, which 
had more than 18,000 population, 
regarded the earthquake as pun- 
ishment for arrest of Mahatma 
Gandhi, leader of the Indian civil 
disobedience movement. There 
were riots in Rangoon after the 
tremor,’ during which Indians 
stripped foreign-made cloth from 
passersby and burned it. Police and 
soldiers -finally brought the dem- 


Ponstrations under control, but the 


disturbances were resumed yester- 
day morning. 

Besides the 50 dead in Rangoon, 
there were 204 injured. Few build- 
ings escaped damage here or de- 
molition in Pegu, where hardly had 
the quakes ceased when @ tidal 
wave, rushing up the Rangoon Riv- 
er, overwhelmed those who had 
escaped the tremor itself. Fire 
broke out and destroyed the mar- 
ket place and other bulldings. Many 
were buried in a motion picture 
theater which collapsed while the 
show was going on. ;

Barrels, bottles and corks and other articles that 
may be used unlawfully are used in a thousand law- 
ful ways. What is the guilty mode of offering them 
for sale and what the lawful mode? How far back in 
the store must these articles be placéd to avoid search, 
seizure and arrest? Certainly the front window 
might allure purchasers of lawless purpose. Would 
30 feet from the front be safe? Would it be necessary 
te put them in the rear end? Would screen doors, 
like those in the old saloon, or a screen partition 
protect the dealer from prosecution? Perhaps the 
cellar would be the only safe place. 

The court has given dealers in barrels, bottles and 
corks, and law officers, a hard nut to crack. The old 
adage, “Let the buyer beware,” is changed to “Let the 
seller beware.” He must not only decide what is the 
innocent mode of offering his goods for sale, but he 
must be a mind reader. He must divine the inten- 
tions of his customers. The boy who buys a cork for

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JUDGE GREEN AND THE DRY LAW. 

The Post-Dispatch stands corrected with respect to 
Judge W. H. D. Green of the Twentieth Judicial Cir- 
cuit of Missouri, whom we characterized last Friday 
as a friend of white mule. The Judge is in fact a 
prohibitionist, and we are glad to retract our former 
statement. 

It was our hurried look about for a liberal Judge 
with whom to relieve Mr. Hoover from his increas 
ing embarrassment that led us to hail Judge Green 
as the-man needed. We read that Judge Green had 
freed a man charged with selling moonshine because 
the liquor had, in fact, been traded for a horse, from 
which we jumped to the conclusion that Judge Green 
was not the sort that leans backward in the enforce- 
ment of any law. It seems that Judge Green dis- 
charged the defendant because the information was 
faulty and not because he was disposed to hold 
lightly the offense itself. The defense demurred to 
the charge of “sale” in the information, and Judge 
Green quashed the information on the ground that 
the transaction was a trade or barter and not a sale, 
as charged. The Supreme Court of the State has 
held that the State cannot charge in an information 
one specific offense and convict the defendant so 
charged of another and different specific violation of 
the law. 

We therefore apologize. We would not want Judge 
Green to do us the injustice of putting us where we 
are not on this grave issue, nor do we want to do him 
such an injustice. : 

GANDHI’S ARREST. 

The British action in placing Gandhi under arrest 
refutes the reports from British sources that the 
rébellion in India was losing ground. The Mahatma 
had’ been courting arrest for two months. The Brit- 
ish policy was against making a martyr of the In- 
dian leader. But his campaign of passive resistance, 
in some quarters not so passive, had achieved the vis- 
ible result of bringing about a British censorship 
stricter than in previous periods of agitation. 

Through the veil of censorship came laconic com- 
maniques with euphemistic reference to the conduct 
of certain native battalions as “unsatisfactory” — 
news decidedly unsettling for a British public that 
remembers the mutiny of 1858. Plans for a march 
on Bombay, Gandhi's call for 100,000 additional vol- 
unteers and a projected raid on salt depots at Dhar- 
sana were more disturbing than illegal manufacture 
of salt and the spectacle of Indians recumbent on 
railroad tracks. Hence the strategic series of ar- 
rests among Gandhi's right-hand men, seemingly de- 
signed to leave the Indian masses leaderiess, cul- 
minating in sudden seizure of the Mahatma himself. 

The British had been countering Gandhi himself 
with passive resistance as\inert as that preached 
by the Indian leader. However, his arrest in the 
course of his next sally had been predicted for sev- 
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taken prisoner, smuggled aboard a mail train, trans 
ferred to an ayto and hurried to a remote jail. This 
course of action shows that Gandhi has at least suc 
ceeded in impressing the British with the importance 
of his movement.

The biblical history of Israel is 
well known. Very little, however, 
is known of the history of the 
Jews sinee the close of the bibli- 
cal canon, especially since the dis- 
persion in the year 70. How this 
little people, hugging its sacred 
literature, wandered from country 
to country seeking freedom and the 
right to’ be true to its finest self, 
establishing its academies in Baby- 
lonia, in Alexandria, in the Spain 
of the Moors, in Russia, in Poland, 
in Germany and in Amertléa is _re- 
vealed in fascinating fashion. How 
this people bowed its head in suf- 
fering before the arrogance of the 
Romans; before the cruelty of the 
inquisitor and the tyranny of the 
Czar, and yet maintained intact its 
traditions, will long remain one of 
the epics of history. How despite 
the medieval official discrimina- 
tions, it retained its identity until 
the age of emancipation, which be- 
gan with the French Revolution, 
is told by Sachar as no other Jew- 
ish historian has told it. Sachar’s 
intimate and scholarly knowledge 
of European history serves him in 
good stead and enabies him to in- 
terpret the adventures of the Jew, 
in the light of the political and eco- 
nomic conditions of Europe. 
Though Sachar sees Jewish history 


of a people, he does not neglect 
the numerous fascinating and ro- 
mantic personalities which adorn 
its pages. Especially valuable is 
his treatment of the development 
of modern Jewish movements made 
imperative by Jewish contacts with 
modern world thought: The ef- 
fects of Darwinism on Judaism, the 
rise of Zionism, the history of Re- 
form, and the history of the Jew 
in America are ably told. 

Sachar does not write as a par- 
tisan in. the Jewish scene. He 
writes objectively and scientifical- 
ly. Neither the Jewish nationalist 
nor the orthodox, conservative or 
reform Jew need fear that Sachar 
has been biased in his treatment 
of their causes or their viewpoints. 
To the non-Jewish reader, whose 
knowledge of the Jew_is limited to 
rumors and hearsay and whose un- 
derstanding of Jewish history since 
the year 70 is based largely on ec- 
clesiastical and biased commenta- 
tors, this book should prove inval- 
uable. The romantic narrative of 
an adventurous people has been in- 
terestingly and accurately told by 
this scholarly young historian who 
still clajms St. Louis as his home.

The power of sugges- 
tion, especially over the young, is 
one of the most dangerous and 
irresponsible forces known to the 
psychologist and the power of the 
press as a vehicle for such sugzes- 
tion is second to none, although 
the modern moving pictures are 
by no means to be overlooked. 

“In this connection, consider the

torious criminals and detailed his- | 
tories of their crimes—their ‘true | 
confessions’;—and the like—often | 
printed as serials and as fillers for | 
inside pages and in the Sunday | 
supplements. While no more in- | 
flammatory and suggestive to the | 
criminal mentality than the hun- 
dreds of cheap crime novels in 
book and magazine form to be 
found in corner book stalls and 
drug stores, these newspaper fea- 
ture stories (often with large pho- 
tographs of the criminal subjects) 
are perhaps the more potent in 
their influence in proportion to 
their greater circulation. <A daily 
newspaper printing such _ stories 
can be bought for 2 cents on any 
street corner by a boy who would 
not spend 25 cents for a crime 
magazine, 50 cents to see a crime 
movie or $1 to buy a crime novel.

As to this 
class of offenses, the more publici- 
ty given the details of the criminal 
schemes and tricks the better, as 
confiding and gullible persons are 
thus put on guard and enabled to 
defend themselves. from such 
crooks and escape playing the roles 
of victims.”’ 

Suggesting positive things the 
press might do to combat crime, 
Miller proposed laying more em- 
phasis on the penalties and pun- 
ishments of crime, “to drive home 
the stern lesson that crime does 
not pay” but that vigorous prose- 
cution and severe sentences are 
the normal fruit of law violation. 
He advocated building up an ab- 
horrence of crime. 

He admitted that accounts are 
published of the trials and convic- 
tions of “ordinary, unimportant 
criminals,” but these often are 


it is argued that the fate of this 
sort of criminal is not big news, he 
said, his answer is that “the suc- 
céss of every vigorous and sustained 
effort to enforce the law and re- 
duce crime in any community is al- 
ways important news to that com- 
munity, and pitiless publicity given 
the fate of the criminal would 
prove a most powerful deterrent to 
others.” 

Miller acknowledged the “fine 
and effective support” of his work 
in the editorial columns of the St. 
Louis newspapers, though he point- 
ed out that these pages usually are 
read by those who never commit 
crimes.

“terrible consequences” of crime to 
the victims, the criminals and the 
innocent relatives and friends of 
the latter. 

Expressing himself strongly in 
favor of continued use of the jury 
system, Miller safd the press could 
help preserve it and promote its 
efficiency. and responsibility. The 
press, he explained, should urge the 
importance of jury service as a 
civic duty, oppose unmerited excuse 
of jurors and support legislation for 
adequate jury pay. He went on: 

A precedent for suppressing 
names of jurors, Miller said, may 
be found in the informal agree- | 
ment of years’ standing whereby | 
the St. Loulg newspapers refrain | 
from printing the proceedings of 
Juvenile Court, although they may | 
miss some good news from the’ 
journalistic standpoint. 

Certain information obtained by 
the press should not be published 
prematurely to avoid embarrassing 
the prosecution, Miller declared. In | 
this category he mentioned publi- | 
cation of names of persons indicted 
for crime, names of accomplices 
mentioned by prisoners in police 
confessions and names of identify- | 
ing witnesses in robberies.

HE general inrpression of Hollywood, of course,

The old tale 
has been done many times in the films around the 
“Laugh Clown, Laugh,” theme—‘“the show must go 
on’’ thing. But there is tragedy here sometimes. 
stark, terrible, grim happenings which are not cap- 
italized by the enterprising publicity departments of 
the studios. 

Right now there's a story they tell in Hollywood. 
You'll hear it of evenings at the exclusive Embassy 
Club, Hollywood's ultra of ultras; under the gaudy 
sunshades on the beach at the Malibu, filmdom’'s 
seashore colony; at parties, dinners and between 
shots of a picture—anywhere picture people gather. 

They tell it over and over again, always the same, 
‘and always there is a moment of deep silence after 
the telling. 

It’s the story of the most tragic line ever spoken 
before a sound camera, Nine simple words form- 
ing a simple sentence. 

The words are: 

“I have to get my husband off to work." 

And they were spoken by Mary Astor two weeks 
after her husband, Kenneth Hawks, went plunging 
to hig death with nine others in the worst disaster 
|in the history of pictures, the crashing of two air- 
planes filming a scene in a picture over the ocean 
‘off Point Firmin.

Then, a few days later, it happened.

Hawks was just thirty-one years old. He had 
been a scenario writer, supervisor and director for 
many years. It was planned that the scene that Fe- 
sulted in the disaster—that of a parachute jump 
from a plane—should be photographed from -an- 
other plane while Hawks directed from a rowboat. 
At the last minute he decided it was necessary for 
him to work from the camera plane. His pilot be- 
eame blinded by the sun and the two planes collid- 
ed, locked wings, burst into flames and fell in a 
blazing embrace into the ocean beneath. 

“Tl suppose I shouldn't say it, but it seems strange 
and terrible that it should have happened to US,’ 
says Miss Astor. “There are s0 many others who 
weren't as happy or es much in love ag we were, 
So crazy about each other. People as happy as we 
shouldn't lose each other. I can’t understand it but, 
things like that aren't given us to know or under- 


stand, I suppose.”’

ARY ASTOR was born in Quincy, Iilinoda, 


where her father was a high school teacKen, 


When she was six the family moved to a farm 
near Quincy and it was there that her desire to be- 
come an actress developed. Her mother, who had 
been on the stage, obtained a position as « teacher 
at the Kenwood Loring School for Girls in Chicago 


and there Mary studied drama and diction. A few

by a New York magazine and survived the first 
few “weedingg out” of the candidates. With her 
mother she went to New York and faced the pub- 
lisher of the magazine in person instead of relying 
entirely on judgment of her photograph which she 
had submitted with the others in the. contest. She 
was awarded second prize. ° 

Her first appearance in pictures was in a series 
of one-reelers based on famous paintings, which 
was followed by a role opposite Huntly Gordon in 
a series of two-reelers made in the Canadian north- 
west. Her first feature length picture was opposite 
Eugene O'Brien in “John Smith,” followed by parts 
in “The Second Fiddle,” with Glenn Hunter, and 
“The Bright Shawl,” with Barthelmess. Then oth- 
ef with Tom Meighan, Pat O'Malley, Richard Dix, 
Ben Lyon and John Barrymore. 

When talking entered pictures the firm employ- 
ing her allowed her contract to lapse. Those were 
the first, frantic days of sound when producers were 
fearful of experimenting with persons with yn-

“Kenneth was wonderful to me those days,” she 
says. “He stood by me, and I doubt if my pride 
coul4é have endured had it not been for him.” 

She mentioned her predicament to Florence Wld- 
ridge, who arranged for her to have a part in a 
stage production in Los Angeles, 

Her appearance in a speaking role created a sen- 
sation. Two days after the opening she was signed 
to a contract for five pictures, among them “Ladies 
Love Brutes,” with George Bancroft. She was re- 
hearsing for the first picture under this contract 
when Hawks was killed.

AWKS and Miss Astor were the talk of Holly- 
PY «004 after their marriage. People said they 

were “simply silly’ about each other. At par- 
ties and dinners they would draw apart from oth- 
ers. Her hand was almost always on his arm, 
Blase Hollywood was a little astonished to see them 
holding hands, without affectation and not so posed- 
like as some who wanted publicity as “the hap- 
piest couple in Hollywood.”

Varicose Veins 
ARICOSE veins are veins 
which are dilated and tortu- 
ous, They may develop in 

practically any part of the body, 
but-are most common in the leg. 

Varicose veins is a common con- 
dition—disfiguring and sometimes 
dangerous. The danger lies in the 
possible complications, such as ul- 
ceration, clot formation and 
chronic oedema (swelling.) 

The condition is common te all 
classes. Men ag well as women are 
affected, and those active are no 
more immune than those whose 
eccupations are sedentary. 

All the causes of varicose veins 
are not ag yet fully known, but it 
is agreed that in practically all in- 
stances there is an obstruction or 
interference with the normal flow 
of blood in the veins. 

In women, varicose veins are 
sometimes caused by the pressure 
due to a pregnant and hence en- 
larged uterus. In men, tumors have 
been known to produce the same 
results. Abnormal vein structure, 
heart disease and certain types of 
work are known to contribute to 
the production of varicose veins. 

Because it is easier effectively to 
treat varicose veins wlien they are 
in the early stage, and because of 
the danger of complications, they 
ought not to be neglected. 

Where the obstruction to the 
normal flow of blood in the veins 
is easily to be found and just as 
readily removed, varicose veins 
may yield to simple medical meas- 
ures. In a fairly large number of 
| cases, however, it becomeg necces- 
gary surgically to remove or oth- 
erwise treat the vein. Elastic stock- 
ings or bandages will sometimes 
benefit the afflicted.
